THE NEGRO AXn THE CARPETB Ad
ar.it.

Tho New York Tribune draws the fol-

lowing picturo of the carpetbaggers in
the southern States:

The miserable conspiracy of carpet-
ing plundetcrs, which has called Itself
tliH Itcf.ubiioun pnrty in certain south-
ern States, bai existed by reason of its
power over ignorant colored voters. In
the earlier years of leconstruction any
creature who held a Federal office or
ware the uniform of a soldier was re-
garded by the simple colored voters as
embodying in his person all the might
and rnsjesry of the United States, all
tbe claims of the Union to the gratitude
and affection of the colored race, all
its piwer to save tiiem from vagUs
and ttrrible wrongs in the future,
and all the confidence to which the
United Sates government was entitled
at their hands. The meanest deputy of
the moanest cfflcia', by virtue ol his
commission of authority, was looked
upjn m the personal repreientatlve of
the United States of America, and, just
aa any mob of unreconstructed cut-
throats would instantly disperse at sight
oT one unarmed man in blue uniform,
the colored people yielded unquestion-
ing obedience to the mere becfe or nod
ol a Federal officer.

If at any time tho scare abated,
the fiendish ingenuity of the adven-
turers was generally equal to the task of
creating a disturbance, in which, as Uov
ernor Ames is said to have remarked,
the murder of a few negroes was very
us?rai to the party. roraIses were MM
trmted because they were made in the
name of President Grant or the Ilepub
lican party, and so, month after month
and year after year, this rascally organ-
ization of spoilsmen has continued to
plunder the south, rule tho Republican
pirty there, and hold great power ovi r it
in conereJs acei tnrougtiout the country
by means of its control over the colored
vots.

The readers of tho Appeal will
readily recognize the fiielity of this pic
ture.
